MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH’S  REPORT,  1937. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hoyland  Nether 

Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1937. 

The  adjusted  Death  Rate  is  14.62  per  1,000  population 
per  annum.  This  figure  is  .58  higher  than  the  Death  Rate  for 
1936.  The  Birth  Rate  of  15.45  is  .35  lower  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  Diphtheria  Inoculation  Campaign  has  been  con- 
tinued with  some  measure  of  success,  Clinics  being  held 
regularly.  The  effect  of  inoculation  is  shown  in  the  reduced 
number  of  diphtheria  cases  reported  during  the  year. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year.  The  Whole-Time  Salaried  Midwives 
Scheme  came  into  force  during  the  year,  and  so  far  as  this 
district  is  concerned,  is  operating  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

The  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Cancer  is  very  per- 
turbing. The  rate  of  1.51  per  1,000  population  is  one  which 
calls  for  some  concern,  and  the  general  public  should  be 
educated  to  realise  the  urgency  of  immediate  investigation  of 
all  doubtful  cases. 
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There  has  been  remarkable  progress  made  in  connection 
with  Slum  Clearance,  and  I am  glad  to  say  the  Township  is 
looking  much  brighter  and  cleaner.

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(d)  RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  £44,483,  and  the  amount  produced  by  a penny  rate 
was  £170. 


(e)  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  principal  occupations  carried  on  by  the  inhabitants 
are  coal  mining  and  agriculture.  Hoyland  is  situated  in  a 
Depressed  Area,  a large  number  of  miners  being  either  totally 
unemployed  or  working  only  a few  days  in  the  week. 

The  number  of  unemployed  persons  on  the  Register  at 
the  Hoyland  Employment  Exchange  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  3,193. 


(f)  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Table  I.  shows  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district  as 
compared  with  those  of  England  and  Wales,  London,  125 
great  towns  and  148  smaller  towns. 


( 1 ) Deaths. 

Table  II.  shows  the  causes  of  death  of  residents  belong- 
ing to  the  district  as  registered  during  1937.  This  table  is 
amended  for  outward  and  inward  transfers. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  12.60  per  1,000  population, 
v/hilst  the  General  Death  Rate  is  14.62  per  1,000  population, 
this  figure  being  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  Registrar 
General's  Comparative  Factor. 


(2)  Births. 

During  the  year  1937,  108  male  births  and  121  female 
births,  making  a total  of  229  births,  were  registered,  of  which 
7 male  births  and  5 female  births  were  illegitimate. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  is  15.68  per  1,000  population, 
as  compared  with  15.77  for  the  year  1936. 
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(3)  Still  Births. 

There  were  7 male  and  6 female  still  births  out  of  a 
total  of  242  births.  This  yields  a Rate  of  53.71  per  1,000 
total  births. 


(4)  Infantile  Mortality. 

Table  III  shows  the  causes  of  and  age  at  death,  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age,  during  1937. 

A total  of  14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  61.13  per  1,000  registered 
live  births.  The  figure  for  1936  was  60.34  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  during  the  year. 


(5)  Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there 
have  been  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Details  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Section  of  the 
Department  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  J.  R. 
Shephard,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor : — 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  extend 
any  of  the  Council’s  sewers.  Some  private  building  has  taken 
place  but  it  has  all  been  in  close  proximity  to  the  sewers. 

The  new  storm  water  overflow  which  was  reported  last 
year  as  having  been  erected  has  justified  its  existence,  as  no 
flooding  of  property  in  King  Street  has  taken  place  since  its 
completion. 

Again  it  has  been  a year  of  anxiety  as  regards  subsi- 
dence, Cherry  Tree  Street  being  particularly  affected,  but  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  the  sewers  have  not  been  seriously 
damaged.  As  settlement  is  still  evident  it  is  difficult  to  say 
what  may  arise. 

The  Shortwood  w’orks  are  still  satisfactory  and  very 
little  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  the  Hoyland  Common 
automatic  pumps. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  Elsecar  Works  no 
further  movement  of  a detrimental  character  has  taken  place. 

The  tanks  are  settling  very  steadily  to  an  even  level. 

The  effluent  has  been  generally  very  good. 

The  Rainfall  and  Maximum  and  Minimum  temperatures 
in  the  shade  are  taken  each  day  and  are  registered  in  Table  V. 

The  rainfall  and  temperature  have  been  registered 
regularly,  and  the  readings  are  taken  170  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  total  rainfall  for  1937  was  26.46  inches,  against 
27.62  inches  for  1936.  The  biggest  rainfall  of  3.65  inches  was 
in  June.

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  preliminary  plans  were 
being  prepared  for  a full  size  Swimming  Bath,  with  a view 
to  obtaining  a grant  under  the  Physical  Training  and 
Recreation  Act,  1937.  Should  this  scheme  go  forward,  in 
addition  to  providing  swimming  bath  facilities,  the  large  hall 
will  also  prove  useful  during  the  winter  months  for  physical 
training  with  gymnasium  apparatus,  dances,  etc. 


(c)  SCHOOLS. 

All  Schools  have  a good  water  supply,  being  served  by 
the  Dearne  Valley  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  there  were  six  cases  of  virulent 
diphtheria  notified  from  children  attending  the  West  Street 
(Infants)  School,  two  of  which  proved  fatal. 

In  consequence  of  this,  swabs  were  obtained  from  153 
children  and  teachers,  three  carriers  were  traced  and  removed 
to  the  Wath  Wood  Isolation  Hospital.  8 swabs  were  taken 
from  the  contacts  of  the  three  carriers,  with  negative  results. 

The  school  was  fully  disinfected. 

This  school  was  also  closed  for  one  week  on  account  of 
the  high  incidence  of  Influenza  and  Bronchitis  amongst  the 
children. 
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The  following  report  is  submitted  by  Mr.  W.  Coggon, 
the  School  Attendance  Officer,  for  the  year  ending  31st  March, 
1938. 


There  are  at  present  12  Schools  in  the  district,  8 of 
which  are  Council  Schools  and  4 are  National  or  Non-Provided 
Schools. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Council  Schools  is  for  2,553 
scholars,  and  the  accommodation  in  the  Non-Provided  Schools 
for  871,  making  the  total  accommodation  in  all  Schools  for 
3,424  scholars. 

The  average  number  of  scholars  in  the  Council  Schools 
is  2,002,  and  in  the  Non-Provided  Schools  there  are  476, 
making  a total  in  all  Schools  of  2,478.  Last  year’s  total  was 
2,493,  giving  a further  decrease  of  15. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  attending 
Council  Schools  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  children  over  11  years 
from  the  areas  of  adjoining  authorities  to  the  Hoyland  Kirk 
Balk  Senior  School. 

There  are  special  travelling  facilities  for  these  children. 

The  average  attendance  in  the  Council  Schools  is 
90.12%.  The  average  in  the  Non-Provided  Schools  is  92.04%, 
making  a total  average  attendance  in  all  Schools  of  90.75%. 
This  is  a decrease  of  .37%  on  last  year’s  figure.  The  attend- 
ance during  the  last  year  was  affected  by  the  prevalence  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Mumps 
and  Chickenpox.  In  spite  of  the  very  severe  and  long  winter, 
no  Schools  were  closed  on  account  of  epidemics. 


PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

There  are,  on  an  average,  371  children  receiving  dinners 
at  the  four  feeding  centres.  Additions  have  been  made  to  the 
feeding  centre  premises  at  the  Hoyland  Market  Street  School 
and  the  Hoyland  Common  Centre  during  the  year.  An 
average  of  850  children  receive  one-third  of  a pint  of  milk, 
and  oil,  free  each  day,  including  holidays,  and  it  has  been  found 
that  the  physique  of  the  children  has  shown  a distinct  im- 
provement. Its  beneficial  results  can  also  be  assessed  by  the 
improved  standard  of  health  of  the  children. 
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There  is  still  much  distress  in  the  Hoyland  District  and, 
as  a result,  there  are  a number  of  children  who  come  to  school 
very  poorly  clothed  and  shod.

Table  VII  shows  the  age  distribution  of  the  16  new 
cases  notified  during  the  year,  and  of  the  8 deaths  certified 
to  be  due  to  Tuberculosis. 
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(2)  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1924. 

Although  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is 
slightly  higher  than  last  year,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
number  of  cases  remaining  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  is  considerably  less  than  at  the  end  of  1936.  This  is 
accounted  for,  to  some  extent,  by  the  further  revision  of  the 
register  and  the  consequent  removal  of  obsolete  cases. 

At  the  31st  December,  1936,  there  were  on  the  Register 
60  Pulmonary  cases  and  34  Non-Pulmonary  cases.  During 
the  year  29  Pulmonary  and  14  Non-Pulmonary  cases  were 
removed  from  the  Register  for  the  following  reasons : —

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Sanitary 
Section  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1937. 


The  portion  of  the  Report  dealing  with  the  Public 
Cleansing  Service  refers  to  the  financial  year  ending  31st 
March,  1938. 


As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  supervision  of  food  supplies,  including  meat  inspection 
and  milk  control. 


At  the  close  of  the  year,  2281  certificates  had  been 
issued  to  owners  containing  the  Permitted  Number  of  Persons 
who  may  occupy  the  houses. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

This  is  a service  which  has  been  given  a considerable 
amount  of  attention  during  the  year,  details  of  which  are 


given  below.

The  method  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from 
bed  bugs  is  by  means  of  special  fumigating  blocks,  or  sulphur 
candles,  used  in  conjunction  with  a liquid  insecticide.  This 
work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

The  furniture,  etc.,  of  tenants  from  houses  included  i* 
Slum  Clearance  Areas  or  from  individual  unfit  houses  which 
are  found  to  be  verminous  is  removed  in  special  removal  vans 
and  is  treated  with  Hydro-cyanic  acid  gas  before  removal  to 
Council  houses. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  Private  Contract. 

The  tenants  of  infested  houses  are  visited  and  advised 
by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  order  to  prevent  re- 
infestation. The  Inspectorate  have  been  successful  in  obtain- 
ing co-operation  from  a large  number  of  tenants  who  pre- 
viously occupied  verminous  houses,  with  the  result  that  the 
Council  houses  are  free  from  vermin,  and  are  kept  clean  and 
neat. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

(a)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Dearne 
Valley  Water  Board,  which  is  composed  of  representatives 
of  constituent  authorities  in  the  Dearne  Valley.  The  water 
supplied  by  the  Board  is  pure  and  wholesome  but  is  extremely 
hard.  This  hardness  causes  considerable  damage  in  various 
sanitary  fittings  by  the  reduction  of  pipe  diameters  through 
precipitation.  Various  schemes  have  been  considered  by  the 
Board  to  soften  the  water  supply,  but  so  far  the  difficulties 
attending  the  same  have  prevented  their  being  put  into 
operation.

A sample  of  the  Public  Service  Water  was  taken  during 
the  vear  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis.

“ This  is  an  organically  pure  water,  rather  hard,  but 
safe  for  drinking'  and  domestic  purposes.” 

“ The  preliminary  bacteriological  test  is  satisfactory.” 

A sample  of  water  was  taken  from  a well  situated  at 
Bark  House,  Market  Street,  Hoyland,  following  a complaint 
that  the  water  was  dirty. 

The  sample  was  submitted  to  the  Public  x\nalyst  and 
his  report  was  such  that  the  water  was  seriously  polluted  and 
unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  well  was  closed  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  steps 
were  being  taken  to  ensure  a satisfactory  supply.

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During  the  year  17  waste  water-closets  were  converted 
into  fresh  water-closets,  and  arising  out  of  action  taken,  17 
water-closets  were  installed. 

As  a result  of  informal  action,  some  30  additional  water 
closets  were  provided  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  with 
the  additional  powers  given  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
the  work  of  providing  one  water-closet  to  every  house,  so  far 
as  practicable,  was  commenced. 

Furthermore,  a privy  was  abolished  at  Skiers  Spring, 
two  water-closets  were  installed,  and  a small  sewage  disposal 
plant  of  the  septic  tank  type  was  laid  down  to  deal  with  the 
resultant  sewage. 


(c)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE.

Table  V.  shows  the  number  of  refuse  receptacles 
emptied  and  loads  removed  during*  the  year,  together  with 
their  estimated  weight. 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  is  estimated  on  the 
basis  of  a series  of  test  weighings,  which  are  carried  out  once 
in  every  three  months,  every  load  collected  by  each  motor 
during  the  whole  of  one  week  being  weighed. 

Based  on  the  estimated  weight,  the  weight  Df  house 
refuse  collected  per  1,000  population  per  day  was  equal  to 
25.31  cwts.  The  following  statement  shows  this  figure  for

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This  figure  has  increased,  and  in  comparison  with  the 
average  figures  for  the  whole  country  is  very  high.  The  high 
figure  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  an  enormous  amount 
of  coal  is  picked  by  unemployed  miners  from  the  colliery  spoil 
heaps.  This  coal  is  practically  refuse  when  picked,  hence  the 
resultant  overloading  of  dustbins. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  and  also 
the  cost  per  ton  has  increased  slightly,  this  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  a new  Morris  7 cubic  yard  Cleansing  Vehicle  fitted  with 
an  all  steel  dustless  loading  body  was  purchased  during  the 
year.  The  cost  of  the  Vehicle  is  to  be  (for  costing  purposes) 
depreciated  over  a period  of  5 years. 

The  workmen  employed  in  the  Public  Cleansing  Service 
have  been  supplied  with  Kersey  Donkey  Jackets,  Sou- Westers, 
Oilskin  Trousers  and  Leather  Gloves.  This  is  an  innovation 
which  has  proved  beneficial  to  the  workmen,  as  the  Public 
Cleansing  Service  is  carried  out  irrespective  of  weather 
conditions. 


DRY  ASHPITS. 

Three  dry  ashpits  were  abolished  during  the  year, 
galvanised  iron  dustbins  being  installed  in  place  thereof. 

(2)  Disposal. 

Tips. 

Again  the  great  majority  of  refuse  collected  has  been 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Milton  and  Hoyland  Com- 
mon. The  tips  have  been  well  regulated  and  no  complaints 
whatever  have  been  received.  They  are  free  from  all 
infestations,  and  by  tipping  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's 
recommendations,  are  completely  free  from  fire. 
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INCINERATION. 

The  weight  of  refuse  disposed  of  by  incineration  has 
again  increased,  as  shown  by  Table  IV.  All  the  Trade  Refuse 
collected,  over  600  tons,  is  disposed  of  by  the  destructor. 
Included  in  this  figure  is  a large  quantity  of  diseased  meat 
which  is  removed,  after  condemnation,  by  the  Public  Cleansing 
Vehicles. 

The  Refuse  Destructor  is  now  almost  worn  out.  It 
was  built  in  1923  and  has  been  altered  twice  and  is  now 
incapable  of  dealing  satisfactorily  with  the  amount,  of  con- 
demned meat,  butchers*  offals  and  Trade  Refuse  generally. 

The  Council  set  up  a Sub-Committee  towards  the  close 
of  the  year  to  consider  the  question  of  either  replacing  the 
present  destructor  with  a small  destructor  capable  of  dealing 
with  Trade  Refuse  only,  or,  in  view  of  the  restricted  amount 
of  tipping  space  available,  to  erect  a destructor  capable  of 
dealing  with  the  whole  of  the  House  and  Trade  Refuse  of  the 
district. 

The  tipping  space  in  the  district  is  now  restricted  to 
small  valleys  where  the  water  courses  and  sewers  run,  and 
the  cost  of  piping  in  streams  and  the  danger  which  may  occur 
through  the  covering  over  of  sewers  with  a considerable 
depth  of  household  refuse  would  be  considerable. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  question  of  providing  a refuse 
destructor  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  disposal  of  the  whole 
of  the  district  House  and  Trade  Refuse  should  be  seriously 
considered.

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All  the  above  Clearance  Areas,  with  the  exception  of 
Hoyland  Common  Queen  Street  No.  1 Area,  were  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  without  modification.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


The  food  supplies  of  the  district  have  again  had  con- 
stant supervision  throughout  the  year,  meat  and  milk  taking 
preference,  as  the  ensuing  details  will  show. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 


{1)  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.

The  standard  of  the  milk  supply  in  the  district  received 
special  attention  during  1937.  An  arrangement  was  made 
with  the  County  Authorities  for  a regular  collection  of 
samples  of  milk  for  both  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination.  This  has  proved  an  excellent  arrangement, 
and  regular  and  frequent  sampling  has  done  much  to  improve 
the  quality  of  milk  retailed.  In  this  manner,  too,  cows  giving 
tuberculous  milk  have  been  detected  and  slaughtered  in 
accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

Table  VII.  shows  the  number  of  samples  obtained  and 
examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  County  Hall, 
Wakefield. 

The  standard  aimed  at  within  the  district  is  that  for 
Accredited  milk. 
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The  method  of  examining  samples  has  been  altered 
almost  entirely.  In  the  examination  of  ordinary  milks  the 
Plate  Count  test  has  been  superseded  by  the  Methylene  Blue 
Reduction  Test. 


To  fulfil  the  requirements  of  this  test,  samples  should 
not  be  decolourised  at  the  end  of  4\  hours  if  they  are  taken 
between  the  1st  May  and  31st  October,  and  at  the  end  of  5-J 
hours  if  they  are  taken  between  1st  November  and  30  April. 

I,  personally,  am  rather  sorry  that  the  method  of 
examination  has  changed.  I have  made  it  a practice  to  supply 
each  farmer  with  a copy  of  the  result  of  any  sample  I may 
have  taken  from  him,  with  the  result  that  the  farmer  soon 
realised  by  the  number  of  bacteria  shown  on  the  report  sheet 
how  g'ood  or  bad  the  milk  was.  If  coliform  bacilli  was  present 
the  farmer  also  realised  that  manurial  contamination  of  the 
milk  had  taken  place. 


I am  afraid  that  up  to  the  present  it  has  proved  some- 
what difficult  to  prove  to  him  that  milk  which  has  become 
decolourised  in  one  hour  is  dirty.

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Veterinary  Inspection  of  Dairy  Cows. 

During  the  year,  the  Assistant  County  Veterinary 
Officer  made  two  inspections  of  the  dairy  cows  in  the  district, 
under  the  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order  1926,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1925. 

In  both  reports,  the  Veterinary  Officer  stated  that  “ the 
health  of  the  cows  was  good,  and  their  cleanliness,  as  wrell  as 
that  of  the  premises,  highly  satisfactory.” 

In  the  two  visits,  the  Veterinary  Officer  found  it  neces- 
sary to  take  two  samples  of  milk  and  three  of  expectorate 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

In  the  latter,  tubercle  bacilli  were  demonstrated,  with 
the  result  that  the  cow7s  responsible  were  immediately 
slaughtered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order,  1925. 


Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

During  the  year  1937,  one  supplementary  licence  to 
retail  Pasteurised  Milk  in  this  area  was  granted. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Table  VIII.  shows  the  number  of  animals  inspected 
during  the  year . 

During  the  year,  7 pigs  were  slaughtered  by  cottagers. 
All  these  were  slaughtered  by  licensed  slaughtermen  in 
licensed  slaughter-houses.  The  7 pigs  slaughtered  by  cot- 
tagers for  butchers’  meat  represents  .75%  of  the  total 
number  of  pigs  killed.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1936  was 
4.11%. 


There  are  12  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  11  of 
which  are  licensed  and  1 registered.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  animals  killed  for  food  in  the  district  have  been 
inspected  and  the  following  particulars  show  the  results  of 
such  inspection. 

A cottager  was  warned  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  in 
connection  with  slaughtering  wdthout  proper  notification.  The 
warning  was  effective  and  the  offence  has  not  been  repeated.

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All  the  meat  was  surrendered  voluntarily  and  there 
were  no  prosecutions  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  unsound 
meat.  The  diseased  meat  is  collected  by  the  Public  Cleansing* 
staff  and  burnt  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Destructor. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  has  been  operated  very 
smoothly  and  no  contraventions  have  been  met  with.  There 
are  now  34  licences  in  force,  issued  by  this  Authority.

Two  markets  are  held  within  the  district,  one  at  Hoy- 
land  Common  on  Friday  evenings  and  one  at  Hoyland  on 
Saturday  evenings. 

During  the  year,  75  visits  were  paid  to  the  markets. 
The  meat-stalls  were  in  most  cases  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

The  only  contraventions  of  the  Meat  Regulations  were 
that  one  or  two  of  the  visiting  Butchers  forgot  to  bring  their 
boards  on  which  are  painted  their  names  and  addresses.

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Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council,  who  have  a scheme  whereby  samples  of  milk  may  be 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  on  their  behalf  by 
the  Local  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  1937,  18  samples  of  new  milk  and  2 
samples  of  separated  milk  were  obtained  under  this  scheme 
and  the  results  of  the  analyses  are  shown  by  Table  IX. 

Fourteen  samples  of  new  milk  and  both  samples  of 
separated  milk  were  reported  to  be  genuine.  Samples  Nos. 
195  and  198  were  reported  to  be  deficient  in  fat.  The  vendor 
of  sample  No.  195  was  cautioned  by  the  Clerk  to  the  County 
Council,  whilst  the  vendor  of  Sample  198  was  prosecuted  at 
the  Barnsley  West  Riding  Police  Court  and  was  fined  £ 2 
including  costs. 

Samples  Nos.  203  and  206  were  reported  to  be  deficient 
in  non-fatty  solids.  As  a result  of  this,  an  appeal  to  cow 
sample  (No.  207)  was  obtained.  The  result  of  the  analysis 
of  this  sample  revealed  the  fact  that  the  cow  was  giving  milk 
deficient  in  non-fatty  solids.  No  further  proceedings  could, 
therefore,  be  taken. 

All  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  from  preser- 
vative. 


Section  73,  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

During  the  year,  two  Rag  and  Bone  Merchants  were 
found  contravening  the  above  Act  by  exchanging  toys  for 
rags,  etc.  The  facts  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee 
and  the  men  were  warned  that  legal  proceedings  would  be 
taken  in  the  event  of  further  contraventions. 


Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Various  instances  of  rat  and  mice  infestations  were  met 
with  during  the  year.  In  each  case  baits  were  prepared  and 
laid  in  appropriate  places.  This  procedure  met  with  consider- 
able success  and  in  all  cases  the  results  were  very  satisfactory 
and  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 
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Conclusion. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  report  that  the 
various  branches  of  your  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department 
continue  to  receive  close  attention. 

I have  received  at  all  times  the  willing  support  of 
Councillor  W.  F.  Crabb  and  Dr.  H.  R.  L.  Allott  (the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health). 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Health  Committee  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  and  support  during  a very  busy  year.
